JU D G E SA BIX DEAD. 


H is C areer as a S oldier a n d a J u ris t— 
H is F am ily H istory. 
San F rancisco, May 12th.—Judge George 
M. Sabin, who has been for the past eight 
years 
U nited States District Judge of 
Nevada, died at an early hour this m orn­ 
ing at the Palace H otel,.of inflam m atory 
rheum atism , after a long and severe ill­ 
ness. 
The rem ote ancestors of Judge Sabin are 
supposed to be French, but there is no au ­ 
thentic record going back so far. 
Fam ily 
papers show that the American Sabins set­ 
tled in this country in 1642. 
Massachns- 
etts was the original home and there the 
fam ily rem ained for m any generations. 
The Judge's grandfather was a revolu­ 
tionary soldier, while in the war of 1812 
his father and two uncles took part. The 
former was one of the m inute men whose 
work is so well spoken of in history. 
From Massachusetts the family yemoved 
to Vermont, and from the latter State the 
Judge's father w ent to Ohio in 1820. The 
Judge was born there, and there he was ed­ 
ucated ; he attended school, graduating in 
W estern Reserve College, afterward study­ 
ing for the law, to the practice of which he 
was adm itted in Madison, W is., in 1858. 
H e practiced there until the war broke out, 
when he joined the First Wisconsin Infan­ 
try. It was in the command of General 
Patterson and formed part of the Arm y of 
the Potomac. Jndge Sabin served from 
the beginning to the close of the war. H e 
was at Shiloh, at Corinth, and the siege of 
Vicksburg, and m any other im portant en­ 
gagements under General Grant and other 
commanders. 
H e rose to the position of 
Lieutenant-Colonel w ithout any other in ­ 
fluence than his own bravery. 
After the 
war he spent a couple of years in the South. 
H e then returned to W isconsin, where he 
passed the sum m er of 1867. 
Iu 1886 he went to Nevada, entered npon 
the practice of his profession in Pioche, 
E ureka and other m ining towns. 
In 1S70 
he was a candidate for County Clerk at 
W hite Pine, but was defeated, as the 
county was strongly Democratic. In 1871 
he went to Pioche and there formed a 
partnership with W . W. Bishop. H e prac­ 
ticed law there until he was appoined bv 
the President. July. 1882, District Jndge o’f 
Nevada, succeeding Judge H illyer. This is 
the N inth Circuit. 
The Judge belonged to few societies. H e 
was a mem ber of the G. A. R. and the 
Loyal Legion. 
As a lawyer he gained 
eminence through the care showed in 
m astering all the details of any case in ­ 
trusted to him . 
H e was painstaking in 
the extreme. 
H is argum ents were always 
characterized by sound logic, and he con­ 
sidered this better than the U 6e of flowery 
metaphors.; 
In 
Nevada he had some 
of the most im portant cases ever tried 
there, and the record shows best how they 
were handled. 
The deceased was unm arried. 
H is only 
relative, as near as can be learned, is a 
brother. 
H is sister-in-law was sum moned 
to his bedside when he was taken sick and 
has rem ained constantly with him . 
No time has been set for the funeral 
ceremonies. 
Judge Hoffman opened the Circuit Court 
but transacted only such business as was 
compulsory, and adjourned out of respect 
to the mem ory of the deceased Judge. No 
business of any im portance was transacted 
in the United States District Court, and an 
adjournm ent was also taken. 


T H EY D IO NOT COM E. 


O ne H u n d re d a n d E ig h ty Coolie* W ho 
W ere G oing to M exico. 
San F rancisco, May 12th.—The steamer 
China reached this port yesterday morning. 
Much interest was centered in the arrival 
of the vessel, as it was expected she would 
have an unusually large num ber of passen­ 
gers in transit to Mexican ports, ana a test 
of Secretary W indoni’s recent order, refus­ 
ing them permission to depart for Mexico, 
was expected. Collector of the Port-Phelps, 
with his assistants, were early at the w harf 
to await the docking of the vessel and as­ 
certain the nature of things regarding Chi­ 
nese passengers. The news that not a 
single Chinese was on board bound for 
Mexican ports was a great surprise. 
For a tim e it could not be stated why no 
passengers had arrived booked for Mexican 
ports, but this m orning the reason was 
made known. Before the news of Secre­ 
tary W indom s order was dispatched by 
cable from this city, Chinese flocked on 
board the China at Hongkong, and 180 se­ 
cured tickets for Mexican ports. Then the 
cablegram giving notice of the W indom 
order was received. The steam ship offi­ 
cials at Hongkong accordingly notified the 
entire num ber that passage was refused 
and their money would be refunded. This 
program m e was carried out, aud it is be­ 
lieved that in consequence the steamship 
line lost about $10,000. Of the 180 that in. 
tended going to Mexico not one took a 
ticket for another port, and rem ained in 
Hongkong.

Marysville and Oroville. 
In early dayR there was a noted hostelry 
there known as “Charley’s ranch,’’ and olti 
residents recollect that in the fall of 1858 
two men mysteriously disappeared at that 
place. They were packers, and pitched 
their camp a short distance above the 
hotel. On the evening of their arrival they 
drank freely, but refused to gamble. They 
left the hotel about m idnight, and were 
never seen again. 
A few days later a noted gambler took 
possession of their pack anim als and other 
effects, displaying a bill of sale of the prop­ 
erty. The missing men were known to 
have had a considerable sum of money in 
their custody belonging to other parties, 
and the report was spread that they ab­ 
sconded with it, but the discovery of the 
skeletons in a spot where there was no sur­ 
face indication of a grave pnts the disap­ 
pearance of the two men in a new light, 
and suggests robbery and m nrder.

A n A ged M illio n aire A ttem p ts to Shoot 
a W om an. 
N ew Y o rk, May 12th.—M urat Masterson, 
who says he is an ex-Supreme Court Judge 
of Prescott, Arizona, and who lives at 32 
W est Thirty-second street, was locked up 
to-night on a charge of attem pting to kill 
his alleged cousin and mistress, Mrs. Alice 
H opkinson, at the Grand Central, 65 West 
Thirty-six street. 
Mrs". H opkinson makes a sim ilar charge 
against Masterson. Masterson, according 
to the account given by Mrs. H opkinson’» 
maid, called at the house early in the even­ 
ing, and being denied adm ittance kicked 
the door open and entered her apartm ent, 
demanding $100,000 which he claimed she 
had swindled him out of. 
A shot was heard shortly afterwards, and 
Masterson rushed from the room with a 
sm oking pistol in his hand, and running 
to the West Thirtieth street police station, 
demanded Mrs. H opkinson’s arrest for 
attem pting to shoot him . 
Mrs. Hopkinson 
was arrested, and at the police station made 
a counter charge against Masterson. 
Ex-Judge Masterson comes from Prescott, 
Ariz., and is said to be worth $5,000,000. 
H e had been a visitor at the flat a long 
time, and his son Howard, a boy of 13, lived 
with Mrs. H opkinson until á few weeks 
ago. 
Masterson, it is also said, owns gold 
mines in Chihuahua, Old Mexico, and onyx 
mines in Arizona. 
H is story is that the 
woman swindled him out of $100,000 in 
m ine bonds, and when he demanded their 
return she shot at him , and that she is now 
trying to blackmail him . H e added that 
be had been her dupe long enough. 
The woman denies the accusations, and 
claims that she was a partner of his in the 
m ining business, and that the m oney she 
retained was her share of the profits, and 
that Masterson attem pted to shoot her.

C H E A P TR A V ELIN G . 


W e s te rn R oads A re C u ttin g R a te s D ow n 
—E x tra Service. 
Chicago, May 12th.—There never was a 
more mixed state of railroad affairs than 
th at existing in the W estern passenger 
business. To-morrow the Alton will begin 
selling tickets either way between Chicago 
and Kansas City for $3. and between Chi­ 
cago and Denver for $10 50. 
The Atchison road will meet these rates 
on W ednesday. 
The 
Burlington 
and 
Northwestern roads will not decide until 
to morrow what they will do. 
The Chi­ 
cago, St. Paul and Kansas City will stick to 
the present $8 rate in order to preserve its 
local. 
To cap the clim ax the Rock Island will 
raise its rate between Chicago and Kansas 
City to $9 50, thus preserving its entire local 
passenger earnings but abandoning through 
business. 
Beginning in a few days the Atchison 
will carry the war into Africa by putting 
on a double daily vestibule train service 
between Chicago and San Francisco which 
will beat its present tim e just twenty-four 
hours. This will reduce the tim e between 
Chicago and Kansas City to fourteen hours, 
a time with which th e' Alton alone can 
compete. 
Not to lag behind in the procession the 
Burlington also gave notice that beginning 
on May 15th, it will reduce rates both ways 
between Chicago and 8t. Paul to $8 first- 
class and $5 second-class.

T h ree o f th e B odies of S oldiers F ound 
U n b arled . 
H elena (Mont.), May 12th.—W hile set­ 
ting a headstone over the graves of the 
men who fell in the Custer massacre, June 
25, 1876, Captain Sweet's men found three 
nnburied bodies. One still had on the 
pants of the United States uniform, show­ 
ing that he was a private of the Seventh 
U nited States Cavalry. The skulls of the 
other two men had been broken in above 
the ears with a stone mallet. 
The boot of Otto Reed's boy, 12 years 
old, andja nephew of Custer, who was killed 
with him , was found in the ravine. Some 
buttons m arked M. D. (Medical Depart­ 
ment) were found, and the body near them 
no doubt was De W olfs remains. 
An officer’s brass spur of peculiar con­ 
struction and other relics were picked up. 
A thorongh search of the Caster battle­ 
field will be made, as it is believed there are 
still others unburied. The finding of these 
three bodies makes seven in all that have 
been discovered, four having been found 
last fall and buried by General B risbin’s 
son and scout Jam es A. Campbell of Fort 
Custer,, who were searching the Custer 
field for relics. 


W A R SH IP CAPTU RED . 


C ru iser B altim o re O verrun by a W ild 
Mob of Siglit-Seers. 
B altim ore, May 12th.—The crniser Bal­ 
tim ore was invaded by a mob of 30,000 
people yesterday, who played havoc with 
the beautiful vessel. 
A general invitation 
had been extended by Captain Schley to 
the public, but he did' not expect such a 
wholesale acceptance. 
From early in the morning until late in 
the afternoon men, women and children 
crowded in on to the vessel until it was 
almost impossible to move on. Ten police­ 
men had been detailed by Marshal Frey to 
help preserve order, but they might as well 
have been kept at home, as a hundred 
officers could not have prevented the crowd 
clambering over the sides and taking pos* 
session of every part of the ship. They 
forced their way into private as well as 
public quarters, even ’ the 
hold being 
thronged. 
Captain Schley and his officers 
were utterly unable to cope with such a 
mob. 
Not content with breaking up rods, sky­ 
lights and m inor attachments, thieves sto'le 
the ship's glasses. The vessel will require 
considerable cleaning before she regains 
her trim appearance.

“In connection with zymotic affections, 
we cannot but regret that the example of 
Minnesota is not followed in this S:ate. 
There the law requires that in the month of 
Mav, or ofiener in each year, the H ealth 
Officer shall make a thorough sanitary in ­ 
spection of the city, town or village under 
his jurisdiction, and present a written re­ 
port of such inspection at the next meeting 
of the Board of Health, and shall forward 
a copy of such report, as soon as rendered, 
to the State Board of H ealth. This wise 
provision of the law has been followed by 
the mos' salutary results. 
It gives the 
Health Officer a complete knowledge of the 
sanitary condition of the town, and in case 
of an outbreak of disease he i3in a pisition 
to know its probable cause, and is thus 
quickly enabled to use the means necessary 
for its suppression or extinction, to the 
saving of m any lives and the great mone­ 
tary interest of ihe com m unity.”

EMPLOYES’ ^PROPRIETORSHIP. 


One of the largest mercantile retail 
concerns in the country, a famous New 
Y ork house, has incorporated. 
In all the 
past its earnings have been enormous, 
though the per cent, of the profits has 
been as low as one and a half or two upon 
the capital invested. 
W hen it was an­ 
nounced that the firm would change its 
character by incorporation, in order to 
enlarge its capital considerably, there was 
a rush to take the stock. 
But the pro­ 
moters of the scheme wisely closed their 
books to all except the employes, and will 
not open them to outsiders, unless there is 
not sufficient subscription in the house- 
They did better still—they so arranged 
th at the employes could take the stock and 
pay for it gradually out of their earnings 
by easy installm ents. 
The result has been 
thus far th at the stock has been taken as 
last as offered. 
By this means the firm has made its 
employes partners in the business. 
It now 
becomes the interest of each person in the 
vast establishment to conserve economv 
and to enhance the success of the business, 
for he or she thereby adds to the earnings 
they will draw from the concern. 
The 
men and women in the house thus become 
investors, when, under other circumstances, 
they would live up to their incomes and 
have nothing left for an ’’old age fund.” 
It 
is true that, as investors, they become pro­ 
portionally liable for the possible debts of 
the concern, hut such a risk is not nearlv 
60 great as if each of the employes were in 
business for himself or herself. 
They put 
very little at stake, but assure themselves 
of a safe and good return, with only the 
minim um liability of failure or of ultim ate 
loss. 
T heir interest is greatly more in the 
success of the house than if they were 
simply profit-shearers w ithout any owner­ 
ship or control in :he business. 
A ll such 
workers are led to take a new view of the 
relations of capital and labor, and to un­ 
derstand a great deal better the real m utu­ 
ality of interests th at exists between them. 
Of course this is not the first case of 
such an adjustm ent of relations between 
th e founders and the employes of a busi­ 
ness, but it is the most im portant instance 
of the kind in the country, since the house 
referred to is the largest in America, if 
not in the world. 
Its example ought to 
l>e to other concerns a model for sim ilar 
action. 
I t is a system that need not be 
lim ited to great houses, but can be carried 
out successfully w ith safe business ven­ 
tures where there are so few as twenty em­ 
ployes. 
The experience of the past proves 
th at under this system the interests of the 
founders of a business rarely dim inishes; 
they secure greater efficiency, lessen their 
responsibility as individuals, and enlarge 
th eir capital and the business scope of the 
concern, at one and the same time. There 
is no guaranty for fidelity and efficiency 
th a t is equal to or at all comparable with 
th a t of the interest of proprietorship. 


INDISCRIMINATE CHARITY. 


Kev. Mr. H enry, of San Francisco, on 
Sunday, preached on “ M athematics in 
C harity.” 
H is idea Ls that in doing 
charity we should not calculate but act 
upon the impulse. 
T h at sounds humane 
and well, but as a m atter of fact it is the 
]>00rest way of dispensing charity to act 
upon the impulse of the moment. 
It 
amounts to indiscrim inate alms-giving, 
w hich experience lias demonstrated to be 
the least effective and hum ane method of 
dispensation. 
It results in the unworthy 
sharing equally with the deserving, and 
im posture thrives under it w hile modest 
poverty sutlers on in misery. 
M athem at­ 
ics in charity to a greater extent than now 
introduced would result in greater relief 
being administered, and more than that, in 
fraud being defeated. 
The Board of Char­ 
ities of New York years ago proved this to 
be true, and out of that demonstration 
grew the system of associated charities 
w hich acts upon the methodical, if not the 
m athem atical plane. 
In short, indiscrim i­ 
nate alms-giving is the worst kind of dis­ 
tribution. 
Men cannot so well be the 
almoners of their own charity, the associa­ 
tions that by experience learn how to help 
th e poor best by enabling them to help 
themselves, can do far more with the gifts 
of the benevolent than they can themselves 
d 
o 
. ___________ _ ^___________ 


T h e comments o f Assistant Secretary of 
th e Treasury Tichenor upon the im migia- 
tion laws ought to l>e sufficient to secure 
the amendm ents which he points out are 
necessary in order to make them effective. 
I t appears that while certain classes are 
forbidden entry, as 
paupers, 
convicts, 
idiots, and those likely to become public 
charges, th e means employed to enforce 
this inhibition do not extend beyond the 
seaboard. 
These and all other forbidden 
classes can come over the land borders of 
M exico and the Dominion, and there is 
practically 110 means of stopping them. 
T his being so, the inhibition is inconsist­ 


ent and discriminating to a degree that is 
farcical. Of course the expense of guard­ 
ing our extended interior border lines 
would be very great, but so long as the 
bars are ordered up the means of keeping 
them at uniform hight should be provided 
by Congress. The bars ought to be higher, 
stronger and more repellant than they are; 
the privileges extended to those outside to 
come in and enjoy the magnificent heritage 
that is ours are too broad now, but they 
should at least be guarded with jealousy, 
and the laws erecting them enforced uni­ 
formly. 


T h e importance of the action of public- 
spirited citizens in forming a street im­ 
provement company was illustrated yes­ 
terday in the Board of Trustees of this 
city. The prices for graveling streets it is 
proposed to grade and pave were brought 
down by the bids of the company to a 
figure only a little over half as high as the 
old-time bids that it was the custom to 
make for street improvement in this city. 
Making due allowance for fair profit on 
the part of private contractors, this proves 
that in the past the citizens of Sacra­ 
mento have been paying altogether too 
much for street improvements. It shows 
the people, also, what they can do by co­ 
operating in public-spirited enterprises. 
Now let us abandon utterly the farce of 
scraping up the clods annually 
and 
smoothing the mud on the streets, and 
hereafter expend the equivalent of the ten 
•or twelve thousand dollars each year here­ 
tofore thrown away, in stimulating perma­ 
nent improvements of the city highways. 


T h e St. Louis Globe-Democrat congratu­ 
lates itself th at it has kept its skirts clear 
from the guessing, and trip-to-Europe, and 
prize bull, and town-lot fads, th a t some 
newspapers have taken to as a means of 
inducing people to subscribe for the sheets. 
The Globe-Democrat rightly concludes th at 
devotion to the business of publishing a 
clean, healthy newspaper, one th at wins 
subscribers on its merits, and w ithout stim ­ 
ulants of the order named, is the better 
plan. 


T h e experim ent of a departm ent of 
journalism in Cornell U niversity is to he 
abandoped ; it has proved a flat failure. 
W ithout any disposition to boast, we think 
it only right to point out th a t this was the 
forecast of the R e c o r d - U n io n concerning 
the Cornell chair of journalism . 
There is 
but one chair of th at kind in the world» 
and it is to he found only in the office of a 
good newspaper. 


T h e A tlanta Constitution fears th a t the 
chances of the Democracy carrying New 
York in th e next election will be very 
“slim,” unless there is greater harm ony in 
the Democratic ranks in th at State. 
The 
entire subject m ight be appropriately re­ 
ferred to Messrs. Dana and Cleveland, to 
say nothing of the New Y ork World.

CHICAGO WORLD'S FAIR. 


Views as to How a California Exhibit 
Should Be Made. 
[San Francisco Alta-California.] 
W . H . Mills, when spoken to yesterday 
by a reporter tor the Alta on the subject of 
the organization of clubs preparatory to 
m aking a proper exhibit for the W orld s 
Fair a t Chicago, said the 
m atter was 
worthy of close study; and he did not see 
any existing organization in the State 
exactly fitting or broad enough in its scope 
to deal with the m atter as it should be dealt 
with. 
H e thought that departments ought to 
be organized representing the various in­ 
dustries. and he did not believe anv Cham­ 
ber of Commerce or Board of Trade, as 
such, 
possessed w ithin itself sufficient 
versatility to deal with the matter properly. 
H e thought a general committee, composed 
of 200 persons, should be selected, in which 
the various Boards of Trade, representative 
men from all the railways, manufacturers, 
and all the various industries of the State 
should be represented. H e thought the 
native woods of the State, and redwood es­ 
pecially, should be under the control of the 
furniture m anufacturers; so, lum ber for 
building purposes, like sugar-pine, and the 
woods used in the manufacture of wood- 
pnlp, should be represented by individuals 
fam iliar with each industry. Typographi­ 
cal works, like printing, engraving and 
lithographing, should be represented. The 
200 should constitute a Board of Control, 
who should select a sm all Executive Com­ 
mittee, who should see to it that exhibits 
were selected aud properly prepared by 
hired agents. Io this way, he thought, an 
exhibit of the various industries of Califor­ 
nia could be gotten together and m ake a 
proper showing. 


Champion Trap-Shootcrg.

THE 
IMPORTANCE OF THE COMINO 
BOND ELECTION IS DISCUSSED. 


Dr. W. A. Briggs Demands That the 
Public Squares Be Thrown Open 
to the People. 


The Executive Committee of the Im ­ 
provem ent Association m et last evening at 
Justice of the Peace Baker's office, and con. 
sidered various m atters of im portance. 
C. A. Luhrs presided. In calling the 
meeting to order, he stated th at a proper 
subject for discussion was the m atter of the 
coming bond election. 
John M illiken was the first to respond. 
H e said the bond election was to be a very 
im portant m atter in the history of Sacra­ 
mento, and the Im provem ent Association 
should take some action relative to the 
proper conduct of it. The people needed 
to be educated up to the im portance of it, 
and it was im perative that they should 
fully understand the proposition before 
voting. 
Chairm an Lnhrs thought that owing to 
the im portance of the queetion, it should 
be taken up again at a full meeting of the 
Association. 
8. E. Carrington gave hie views on the 
subject. H e proposed districting the citv 
and polling the people. 
H e also agreed 
w ith the Chairm an that a meeting of the 
association should be called and all inter­ 
ested citizens be invited to attend. 
If the 
association would take hold of the election 
the desired results would be sure to fol­ 
low. This election was to be the key to 
Sacramento’s prosperity. 
Mr. M illiken thought that a more prac­ 
tical way to reach the people would be 
through the press. 
Mr. Carrington said this proposition in­ 
cluded that. H e was not assuming that 
the press would not assist. The press had 
been doing good work right along. But 
he believed that there were a great m any 
people who do not read the papers assidu­ 
ously, and therefore would have to 
be 
reached in some other manner. 
C. E. G ronsky was in favor of calling a 
meeting of the Association anyhow . It 
would do no harm and would undoubtedly 
do m uch good. H e approved the idea of 
inviting persons interested in Sacram ento’s 
advancem ent to attend. 
A motion to this effect was then put and 
carried unanim ously, next Monday even­ 
ing, at Justice Baker’s office, being agreed 
upon as the tim e and place. 
This ended the election business, and 
other matters were then taken up, 
A comm unication was read from D. A. 
Lindley, Chairm an of the Committee on 
Parks and Playgrounds, calling attention 
to a recent report that the police had been 
instructed to prevent boys from playing 
ball on the public square at Fifteenth and 
P streets. This square, he said, had been 
rented out as a cow pasture. 
H e suggested 
that if the lease was not about to expire, 
the Trustees should purchase the lease 
from the lessee, and 
then 
put 
the 
chain-gang 
to 
work 
on 
the 
lot, 
with 
the 
view 
of 
converting 
ii 
into a playground for “ Young America.” 
He also suggested that the public square 
bounded by I and J, Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-sixth streets, be put in shape for 
the use of the people—to whom it be­ 
longed. 
The comm unication was about to be 
placed on tile w ithout action, when Dr. W. 
A. Briggs took the floor and insisted that the 
m atter was of too much im portance to be 
relegated to the file. 
“The Im provem ent 
Association,” he said, “should express it­ 
self em phatically against the appropriating 
of our public,’squares for school buildings, 
and other purposes. Several of them here 
have already been taken from the people 
«/.Sacramento and we only have the one at 
N inth and J which can properly be called 
a breathing place. 
This should not be. 
The city ought to purchase its school lots 
when it needs them . 
W hen the city has 
grown and more parks are needed, we will 
have no sites, and it will cost the city far 
more then to purchase parks than it would 
costs now for school 
lots. 
There are 
a great m any children who have no play­ 
grounds. These squares were laid out for 
the pleasure and recreation of oar children 
and the public generally, and I think we 
should take 
some action 
immediately 
against the taking of them from us. I 
therefore move, Mr. Chairman, that it be 
declared the sense of this Association that 
our public squares be kept for the purposes 
for which they were intended—especially 
the one at Fifteenth and P streets—and 
that work should be commenced upon 
them immediately to put them in shape 
for the use of the public.” 
Dr. Briggs’ motion was carried unani­ 
mously, and on his soggestion the m atter 
was referred to the Committee on Parks 
and Play-grounds, to place it before the 
Board of Trustees. 
A report was read from the Treasurer of 
the Association, to the effect that there 
were but $66 44 in his possession. 
Chairman Luhrs made a few rem arks re­ 
garding the low condition of the Associa­ 
tion’s funds, and attributed it to the fact 
that the Association 
was footing bills 
which it was the duty of the Trustees and 
Supervisors to look after. 
H e referred to 
a recent am ount which the Association 
had been called on to pay. viz. an assess­ 
m ent by the State Board of Trade, which 
was clearly a bill for the Trastees. 
Other members of the comm ittee agreed 
with the Chairman that the m onthly de­ 
m and of the State Board of Trade should 
be paid by the Trustees. 
Mr. Carrington, however, stated that the 
Trustees had no power to draw upon the 
city funds for the amount, but it was the 
duty of the Supervisors, as they were a l­ 
lowed by law to do it. 
H e thought that if 
the m atter was properly pieced before the 
Supervisors, they would take pleasure in 
paying the m onthly assessment. 
After considerable discussion on the sub- 
j°ct, Secretary Baker suggested that he be 
instructed to notify the General Manager 
of the State Board of Trade that unless the 
Supervisors would take hold of the m atter 
bv the 1st of June, the association w offd 
drop it. 
The idea seemed to strike the other 
members favorably, and a motion was 
adopted to that effect. 
There being no other business before the 
committee, an adjournm ent was taken.

HEALTH OF THE STATE. 


It la Declared to be Far Better than 
Daring the Winter Months. 
M ortality reports received from 100 lo­ 
calities throughout the State, containing 
an estimated population of 825,150, give 
the num ber of decedents as 1,037, a m onth­ 
ly percentage of 1 2S per 1.000, oran annual 
m ortality at the rate of 15 per 1.000, which 
is a m arked decrease from the rate of the 
preceding three raonihs, and indicates a 
decidedly favorable condition of the public 
health throughout the State. Diseases of 
the respiratory organs along the coast 
counties were quite fatal and added m ateri­ 
ally to the death rate. Deaths from zy­ 
m otic diseases were quite limited, and 
added but a sm all fraction to the total mor­ 
tality. 
Consumption caused 178 deaths, which, 
while above the average, is considerably 
less than has occurred during the previous 
three m onths from this cause. 
Pneum onia is credited with 102 deaths, 
which is also a decrease of over one-third 
of those reported m onthly since December. 
Seventy of these deaths occurred in San 
Francisco and eight in Oakland, the bal­ 
ance being in sm all num bers in different 
parts of the State. 
Bronchitis caused fifty deaths, which is 
a slight increase from the num ber reported 
last m onth. Of these 33 occurred in San 
Francisco, 4 in Oakland, three in Los A n­ 
geles, the balance in sm all num bers here 
and there. 
D iphtheria and croup, collectively, caused 
27 deaths—17 from diphtheria and 10 from 
croup. 
Reports received from 100 localities indi­ 
cate a favorable condition of the public 
health during the m onth of A pril, charac­ 
terized by an entire absence of epidemic 
disease throughout the State, and a m ini­ 
m um am ount of endemic zymotic disease 
w herever it did exi6t. The very favorable 
weather that prevailed throughout the 
m onth had a beneficial effect upon the res­ 
piratory organs, and hence pneum onia was 
not so prevalent, although bronchitis con­ 
tinued to be observed quite frequently. In ­ 
fluenza has nearly-disappeared, and is m en­ 
tioned in but few reports. 
The Sanitary Record in its last issue justly 
says: ‘ W hooping cough is too often re­ 
garded in the light of a trifling and un ­ 
avoidable malady, and it rarely happens 
that the slightest precaution is taken againBt 
its spread by infection. Some am ount of 
blame moreover attaches to medical men, 
who in m any cases fail to insist upon the 
necessity of isolation and disinfection. Yet 
the live contagion of whooping cough is 
not less active, distinct and subtle than 
that of scarlet fever or Bmall-pox. As in 
m any other affections, although the num ­ 
ber of deaths as im mediate result of the 
disease is of itself great, yet it may be 
doubtful if the remote m ortality is not 
much greater. 
The strain on the delicate 
lung tissues leads to emphysema and other 
grave complications that often prove fatal 
after the lause of many years. Meanwhile, 
let 1 arents be taught to regard this scourge 
in a truer light, by avoiding the bringing 
up of their children in contact with the dis­ 
ease, where it can possibly bv diligent in­ 
quiry be ascertained to he present.” 
No cases of sniall-pox have yet appeared 
in California. 
Dr. J. P. Booth, our Sani­ 
tary Officer at Needles, reports that in Les 
Cruces, New Mexico, there were at the 
tim e of w riting 150 cases, and the deaths 
very num erous. 
As this town is on the 
line of the Santa Fe railroad, the disease 
may come in by the way of Y um a. 
We 
ought, theiefore, to be forearmed by the 
vaccination of those unvaccinated, and es­ 
pecially the children attending the public 
schools, as the law provides.

U p o n S u n d ay . 
The ball game at San Francisco on Sun­ 
day between the Sacram ento and Oakland 
clubs was, judging from the accounts in the 
Bay papers, the most interesting of the sea­ 
son. All reports agree that the Capital City 
youths played fine ball. 
H ere is what the

PlayiDg ball altogether, fielding in an 
alm ost faultless m anner, hitting together 
and at the right time, the Sacram ento clnb

the present of first was intentional on 
H arper’s part, and was but the exercise of 
that rare good judgm ent he used through­ 
out the entire game.

HOW HOT TO DO THIHGS. 


EXPLAINED BY AN ALL-DAY SES3I0N 
OF THE TRUSTEES. 


T h e M ayor Ig n o res a C o n trac t H e H elp ed 


to M ake—C red ito rs Go W ith o u t 
T h e ir M oney. 


At the weekly meeting of the Board of 
City Trustees yesterday, at w hich all the 
m em bers were present, the Chief Engineer 
of the W ater W orks reported that the 
H olly pum p, working 130 hours, and the 
Stevens pum p, 41 hours, had pumped 25,­ 
461,000 gallons of water. 
After the reading of the minutes, Trustee 
W olf stated that a certain portion was not 
correct, in reference to the granting of the 
contract for furnishing coal to the W ater 
W orks by the lone Coal Company. The 
m inutes read that “ on Trustee W olfs m o­ 
tion to have the agent of the com pany ap­ 
pear before the Board and sign a contract 
to furnish coal for $14,500, M cLaughlin 
voted no, W olf voted aye, and Mayor Com­ 
stock said he would vote aye to have the 
agent appear, but he did not w ant him to 
sign a contract for $14 500, when he had 
agreed to do it for $13,600.’’ 
Trustee W olf claimed that, although the 
Mayor did m ake the above statem ent in 
reference to his vote, he afterwards voted 
aye on his (W olfs) motion. 
Mayor Comstock said he did not under­ 
stand it that way, but Trustee McLaughlin 
said that he did. H e understood that the 
n a tte r had been settled at the last meeting 
by ordering the agent to sign a contract for 
$14,500. H e did not w ant the m inutes ap­ 
proved in the m anner in which they had 
been read. 
' 
Trustee W olf moved that the m inutes 
be corrected as he had explained, but there 
was no second to the motion. The roll 
was called on the motion, and McLaughlin 
and W olf voted aye and Comstock noo n 
the am endm ent to the minutes. 
The Clerk made the correction as or­ 
dered, and the Mayqr attested his Signature, 
stating at the same tim e that he was placed 
in a false light. 
‘ 


THE POLICE BILLS. 
Charles T. Jones appeared before the 
Board and asked that it either allow or re­ 
ject the bills presented by the old police­ 
men for their salaries for the m onth of 
A pril. 
K e simply wanted 
to 
know 
w hether or noi the Board were going to 
act on them , in order that he m ight com­ 
m ence suit if they did not see fit to pay 
them . 
H e proposed to make them act. 
No action was taken at the time. 


BOND ELECTION CALLED. 
City Attorney H art handed to the Board 
a proposed ordinance calling for a special 
election for the purpose of subm itting to a 
vote of the people the question of the city’s 
issuing $100,000 in bonds for im prove­ 
ments. 
The ordinance was passed and ordered 
advertised for two weeks. 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS AND SEWERS. 
Trustee McLaughlin sugeested that the 
bids for improving and grading Y street be 
not opened until next Monday, and it was 
so ordered. 
Bids were opened for the im provem ent 
of L street from Fifteenth to Twenty- 
eighth. One of the bids was from the new 
Street Im provem ent Company, but their 
prices were considerably higher than that 
of several of the other contractors, with 
the exception of the cost of gravel. Thev 
agreed to furnish it for $1 10 per cubic 
yard, while the bids of the others ranged 
from $1 25 to $1 30. 
Bids for constructing a vitrified stone- 
pipe sewer from Seventeenth to Sixth on S 
stieet, and also a brick sewer on Seven­ 
teenth, from R to S, were opened and read. 
A petition was received asking that X 
street from Eighth to N inth be graded. The 
Street Commissioner will give his attention 
to the request. 
Trustee M cLaughlin moved that the bills 
of the several policemen who failed to be 
re-elected for this year be laid aside, and 
no actioi^taken on them . 
Mayo "ÍJomstock moved that they be re­ 
jected, and Trustee W olf concurring with 
Mr. Comstock’s m otion, it was so ordered. 


THE BUG INSPECTOR AGAIN. 
An old bill of $712 50 was presented by 
Tree Inspector M. S. Flynn for services at 
the rate of $75 per m onth. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he thought the 
State was to pay Mr. Flynn, and Mr. W olf 
thought so, too. They both believed, how ­ 
ever, that Mr. Flynn was entitled to his 
m oney from some source. 
The Mavor said he believed that it was a 
ju st 
demand, but Trustee McLaughlin 
wanted another week to consider the m at­ 
ter, and it went over. 


AFTER THE BONDHOLDERS. 
Trustee W olf moved that hereafter, in­ 
stead of paying 55 per cent, of the W ater 
W orks receipts into the sinking and in ­ 
terest fund, that 55 per cent, of the net pro­ 
ceeds be turned in, or to first let the run­ 
ning expenses of the W ater W orks be taken 
out of the whole receipts. 
The m atter was laid over for consider­ 
ation for one week. 
Trustee McLaughlin rem arked that he 
considered it a good point, and Mr. Wolf 
said he had the opinion of several lawvers 
in support of bis proposition. 


NO WORK FOR THE CnAIN GANG. 
Mr. W olf stated that he had talked with 
members of the Board of Supervisors in re­ 
gard to the finding of some kind of employ­ 
m ent for the cham-gang. The countv had 
no use for them, and the Street Commis­ 
sioner said tbev weie no help to him . The 
Supervisors had agreed to discuss the m at­ 
ter with the Trustees, and he suggested that 
the Board meet the County Fathers at 1:30 
o'clock in the afternoon. It was so ordered. 


THREE DAYS LOSS TO POLICEMEN. 
The bills of the present police force for 
the m onth of April, less three days, were 
allowed in the sum of $90 each. On 
account of the failure of tho Police Com­ 
missioners to elect the force until three 
days of the m onth of April had elapsed, 
the entire old force claimed paym ent for 
these three days. 


d e n t o n ’s p e a c e d is t u r b e r s . 
N. N. Denton appeared before the Board 
to again complain of the disorderly m an­ 
ner in which a saloon at Twenty-sixth and 
P streets was carrying on bnsiness. H e 
claimed that a disgraceful scene took place 
there last Sunday, which shocked the 
neighborhood. 
No action was then taken by the Board, 
but at the afternoon session the m atter was 
referred to the Chief of Police. 


MUSIC IN THE PLAZA. 
J. G. M artine and J.* E. Mills, of the 
Open-air Concert Music Committee, ap­ 
peared before the Board and asked per­ 
mission to hold concerts in the Plaza. 
T heir request was readily granted. 
The bills of A. J. Johnston, for furnish­ 
ing the snpplem ental register, and V i. A. 
Anderson, for services as attorney for the 
city, were allowed. 


A WOOD YARD FLOODED. 
D. Gardner claimed that his wood-yard. 
at Fourth and I streets, was beiD g flooded 
by China slough, on account of several 
drainage sewers that were being emptied 
into it. 
It was ordered that the Street Commis­ 
sioner look iDto the matter. 


1*0LICE COMMISSIONERS’ CLERK. 
J. N. Larkin put in a bill for $20 for 
services as Clerk of the Board of Police 
Commissioners during last year, and it 
went through. 
A recess w a s th e n ta k e n u n til 1:30 p . m . 


to the W aterworks pnmps, came np, Mayor 
Comstock said he didn’t know about them . 
Mr. W olf explained that they were for 
necessary work to the pnmps, ordered by 
the Board of Trustees. 
> 
“Not by this Board, was i t ’” asked the 
Mayor. 
“It was by the Board of Trustees,” re­ 
plied Mr. Wolf, “a part of this Board.” 
“ Well, I wasn’t here, rem arked the 
Mayor, “ when the work was ordered.” 
“No,” rejoined Mr. Wolf, “ thank God 
you wasn’t, or we would have been w ith­ 
out water this sum m er.” 
“You shouldn’t have ordered the work,” 
said the Mayor, “ if you didn't have the 
money to pay for it.” 
Mr. W olf replied that the city had to 
have pum ps to suoply water during the 
sum mer, and the Board knew the work 
was necessary. 
The bills were ordered paid by the votes 
of Messrs. M cLanghlin and Wolf, the 
Mayor voting no.

ANOTHER ELECTRIC FRANCHISE ASKED. 
A proposed ordinance was presented, 
granting to the Sacramento Electric Com­ 
pany a franchise to lay wires in the city 
for fam ishing electric lights and electricity 
for various purposes.

The m atter went over for one week, u n ­ 
der the rule. 


MR. REDDING’S COMPANY. 
J. D. Redding, counsel for the Central 
Electric Company, appeared before the 
Board in reference to the m atter of secnring 
an extension of tim e in which to complete 
its plant. 
H e explained that the unprece­ 
dented weather during the past winter had 
caused unavoidable delays. The plant is 
now all here, but poles cannot begot as fast 
as desired, owing to high water in Santa 
Crnz, where they are procured. 
In reply to a question by Mr. McLangh­ 
lin, Mr. Redding said the Capital Gas Com­ 
pany did not own a share of the Central 
Company’s stock. 
8acram ento is the only 
city in the State, except San Jose, that has 
now an incandescent light system, and the 
company proposed to carry out the terms 
of its contract in good faith." Thecom pany 
had been obliged to arrange with the old 
company for power. This was deemed 
preferable to pursuing a course of rivalry 
or opposition. The company was required 
to expend $30,000 the first year, and had 
already laid out over $50,000. 
All they 
asked was sixty days from April 20th (the 
date of the first written request to ihe 
Board) in which to complete their work. 
Mr. McLaughlin said he didn’t believe 
the people were satisfied that they were 
getting w hat was contracted for. 
Mr. Redding replied that his company 
proposed to fulfill its contract to the letter, 
and if it did not furnish the city what it 
had agreed to, then the Trustees would 
have their remedy. 
Mr. M cLaughlin moved th at action on 
the company’s request for an extension be 
postponed U D til the books and m inutes of 
the com pany’s Directors be subm itted to 
the Board for inspection and explanation. 
Mr. Redding said the books would sim ­ 
ply show a contract between the Central 
Electric Company and the Capital Gss Com­ 
pany by which the latter is to furnish the 
former with power for the term of one year, 
and its ratification by the Directors. The 
other minutes simply referred to purchases 
of material. 
' 
There was some talk about the members 
of the Trustees coing to the city and ex­ 
am ining the books, and Mr. Redding said 
that if they wished to do so his company 
would pay their expenses. 
After some criticism by Mr. McLaughlin 
of w hat he termed the company's apparent 
bad faith, it was decided that the members 
of the Board should go to San Francisco on 
W ednesday and inspect the companv’s 
books. 
"

THE OAKLAND BALL-T0SSÉE ELUDES 
THE GEASF OF THE LAW.

Captain Norris O’Neill, of the Oakland 
Baseball team , chipper and radiant, ap­ 
peared in the Police Court yesterday after­ 
noon accompanied by Manager Robinson 
and his attorney, H iram W . Johnson, to 
answ er the charge of disturbing the peace 
w hich had been preferred against him by 
U m pire Clay Chipman. 
The facts regarding O’Neill's arrest a 
week ago Sunday at the ball grounds are 
well known to the public. 
The party was on hand some tim e before 
the h o ar set for the exam ination—appar­ 
ently intentionally so. Rum ors have been 
rife for several days that the case was to be 
“squared,” if Mr. Enright, of the Sacra­ 
m ento Club, could be induced to relent— 
and the am ount of buzzing and whispering 
w hich occurred prior to the convening of 
Coart went far to confirm these ratnors. 
As soon as Mr. E nright put in an appear­ 
ance he was button-holea by O’Neill's a t­ 
torney. “ Are you going to m ake us go 
on ?” inquired Mr. Johnson. 
Mr. E nright hesitated for a mom ent, and 
then replied that he waa not anxious to 
send O’Neill to jail, but be did intend that 
he sbonld be compelled to behave him self 
in the fntnre when playing on the Sacra­ 
m ento diam ond. H e was willing, he said, 
to drop the m atter if O’Neill or his m an­ 
ager would put up a bond to guarantee that 
he would in future conduct him self more 
becomingly than he did at that memorable 
game on the 4th inst. 
O’Neiil and Mr. Robinson were informed 
of Mr. E nright’s proposition. 
O’Neill was 
willing to accept the terms, but the Colonel 
said that “ would be giving in too m uch,” 
and he would prefer to fight the case. 
It looked then as though the case would 
have to go on. The parties went into the 
Court-room and took their seats at the bar 
to await the appearance of Judge Buckley. 
Then attorney Charles T. Jones, who rep­ 
resented Mr. Chipman, came in, and this 
brought 
about a resum ption 
of 
the 
whispered conference. 
Mr. E nright was 
again appealed to, and he began to waver. 
H e insisted, however, that O’Neill should 
m ake some reparation in the shaps of au 
apology to the people of Sacramento for the 
insults he had shied at them on the 4th. 
Mr. Chipm an was also willing to withdraw 
his complaint if O’Neill would agree to this. 
After fully twenty m inutes more of 
whispering this 
latter proposition was 
agreed to. and then Judge Buckley having 
arrived the programme was carried out. 
Attorney Johnson first addressed the 
Court. H e announced that a satisfactory 
agreem ent had been reached, and that the 
defendant wished to m ake a few rem arks. 
Mr. Johnson then resumed his seat and 
nudged O’Neill. The latter then arose and 
delivered him self of the following: 
“ Your 
Honor, I overstepped the rules of coaching 
at last Sunday’s game, and if I offended 
anybody thereby I am sorry for it.” 
Attorney Jones then said that on behalf 
of the prosecution he accepted O’N eill’s 
apology, and would move iur a dismissal 
ot the case. Mr. Chipman, he said, bad no 
feeling against O’Neill or the Oakland 
Baseball Club, and only preferred the 
charge against the noisy Captain in the in­ 
terest of good order. 
Mr. Jones said he 
was glad that the case had come to an am i­ 
cable conclusion, and he took pleasure in 
moving for the dismissal. 
Everything now looked pleasant, and 
Judge Buckley was about to apply the 
finishing touches—but Attorney Johnson 
arose for another speech. 
H e said that in 
concurring with Mr. Jones’ rem arks, he 
would like to add that he hoped the pro­ 
cess of the Court would not be used again 
in tire m anner it had been in this case. H e 
considered the whole business a farce. 
The baseball association had rules and 
regulations by which it was governed, and 
it was foolishness to use the Court in such 
a case. 
This brought City A ttorney H art to his 
feet. H e wanted Mr. Johnson to under­ 
stand that so far as his connection w ith 
the m atter was concerned, it was no farce. 
W hen any reputable citizen came to him 
and preferred charges against anybody, it 
was his sworn duty to draw np a com­ 
plaint. 
‘Oh, I didn’t refer to you,” said Mr.

Johnson’s rem arks. 
“ W hen I made my 
motion for a dismissal,” be said. “I did not 
think it would be met in such a spirit. 
There is no farce about this matter, I as­ 
sure you, and our dismissal of the pro­ 
ceedings is only prompted by the belief 
that it is the best means of preventing any 
bad feelings.” 
Judge Buckley then formally dismissed 
the case. H e said he was pleased that the 
m atter had been amicably arranged, and 
hoped that there would be no occasion in 
the future for any of the parlies to appear 
before him again.

T H E M INT. 


H e Says th e G o v ern m en t is N » t B uying 
S th e r in Lone loo. 
W ashington, M ay 12th.—In answ er to 
th e publication o f. an alleged interview 
w ith h im E. O. Leech, D irector of the 
M ints, says : 
“I see th at I am quoted as 
saying th at th e -G overnm ent was bsjfing 
bullion in L ondon, and storing it in the 
A ssay Office at New Y ork, and th at it is 
also storing s ih er in the W est, and issuing 
certificates. 
T he reporter evidently m isun­ 
derstood m e. 
W hat 1 did say was th at 
silver was being bought in London and 
shipped to th is country, and deposited at 
th e A ssay Office at New Y ork, for finebars, 
w hich are being stored by private parties.

IN THE SENATE. 
WashincPdn, May 12th.—The House amend­ 
ments to Stewart's bill were agreed to with an 
amendment and a conference as sed for. 
Vest and Coke objected and the bill went over 
■until to-morrow. 
Stanford, from the Committee on Public Build­ 
ings and Grounds, reported favorably the bill 
granting a public building at Ogden, Utah. 
Plumb introduced a bill providing for the full 
coinage of standard silver dollars. Following 
is the text of the bill: 
Section 1. That from and after the date of the 
passage of this Act the unit of value in the 
Unite-1. States shall be the dollar, and the same 
may fce coined of -112.5 grams of standard silver 
or of 25.8 grains d: standard gold, and said coins 
shall be equally legal tender for all sums w hat­ 
ever. 
Sec. 2. Any owner of silver bullion may de­ 
posit the same at any Mint of the United States 
tobe formed into standard silver dollars or baTs 
foe his benefit-and without charge: but it shall 
be lawful to Tefuse any deposit of less value 
than 8100 or r.ny bullion so base as to be unsuit­ 
able lor the-sr-orations of the Mint. 
Sec. o. In any deposit of silver in which gold 
and silver are combined, no allowance shall be 
made to tbe-depositor for the gold, unless the 
two metals are in such proportion that they can 
be separated advantageously; but gold bullion 
contained in silver deposits and ser.arate there­ 
from, shall be paid for in gold or silver coin, as 
lrom time to time may be appointed by the Bi­ 
rector of Ine Mint. 
Se”. 4. That so much of the Act of February 
28, 1878, as directs or authorizes the Secretary oi 
the Treesury to purchase silver bullion for 
coining into standard dollars, and all other 
Acts a®d parts of Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 
A foot note attached to tbe bill'says: 
Thicwill not interfere with the jtresent privi­ 
lege of obtaining silver certificates for silver 
dollar deposited in the Treasury, so that the 
convenient floating of silver will be continued 
as u<r..-, if the bill becomes a law. 
A tí o’clock the silver bill came up as unfin­ 
ished business. 
Joaes of Nevada took the floor and made a 
long address on the bill. He was given undi­ 
vided attention, as it is recognized that he is 
the-->est posted man on the silver question in 
the Senate. 
Senator Jones spoke of the general unrest pre­ 
vailing throughout the countrv. The prices of 
all commodities, he said, had ’ fallen, and con­ 
tinued to fall. When the fall in prices wets 
found to be operating on the products of all in­ 
dustries, when it was found not confined to any 
one clime, country or race, but diftused over the 
civilized world—found not to be characteristic 
of one year, but to go on for a series of years— 
it became manifest that it oould not rise from 
local, temporary, or subordinate causes, but 
must have a genesis and development in some 
principle of universal application. 
What was it that produced a general decline 
of prices in any country ? It was the shrinkage 
in the volume of money, relatively to the-popu­ 
lation and business. The world had never had 
a proper system of money. Property and specu­ 
lation had been stimulated at times bv great 
yields from mines, and when these mines were 
worked out then came a revulsion and adver­ 
sity. 
He went on to speik of the natural ratio be­ 
tween gold and silver existing for 2,500 or 3,000 
years—a ratio of 15% to 1, and said it was only 
since tbe legislative proscription on silver in 
Germany and the United States and its banish­ 
ment from the mints of Europe that anv ma­ 
terial change on that ratio took place, aiid the 
present divergence in relative value of the two 
metals was greatly due to the legal outlawry of 
silver, and not to any natural causes. 
It always had been the object of the creditors 
class to enhance the value of money bv reduc­ 
ing its volume, so that when the goldm ines of 
California and Australia were .producing the 
largest yield it was proposed to demonetize 
gold. A motion of demonetization in the case 
of silver as well as gold was, Jones said, to ag ­ 
grandize the creditors class of the world and 
confiscate, so far as practicable, the reward to 
the hardy tollers. 
He spoke of the demonetization of silver by 
Germany after the war with France as having 
inflicted greater evils on her people thun her 
armies inflicted on France, and said when it be­ 
gan to have its effect a veritable hegira of the 
German population began to take place. 
If surprise was felt at the selfishness of the 
privileged classes in Europe in demonetizing 
silver, what, he asked, was to be said in defense 
of the United States demonetizing silver. No 
such a stupendous act of follv and injustice had 
ever been perpetrated by representatives of a 
free people. 
It had proved prolific of enforced 
idleness, poverty and misery. 
No better remedy could be applied than an 
absolute reversal oi that iegislatiou aud putting 
back the monetary system of the country to 
what it was before 1S73. 
All the nations of the earth used silver as 
money up to 1819, when Great Britain sundered 
the sliver link that bound her to other nations, 
doing so for reasons of her own, arising from her 
position as a creditor of all nations, but the in­ 
dustry ol the English nation became congealed 
bj reason of that contraction of currency and 
within seven years thereafter a number of her 
land owners were reduced, by reason of forced 
sales, from £160.000 to £60,000, and a large pro­ 
portion of her Population had to live wholly, or 
in part, on the bounty oi organized charity. 
That had been part of the price imposed on the 
English people by the creditor* claes. 
In regard to tbe bill pending before the Sen­ 
ate, Jones said he had reported it from the 
Committee on Finance, but It did not fully re­ 
flect his views regarding the relation which 
silver should bear to the monetary circulation 
of the countrv- or the world. 
He declared himself at all times and in all 
places a firm and unwavering advocate of free 
and unlimited coinage of silver. In view, how­ 
ever. of the great diversity of views prevailing 
on the subject and the possibility that by reason 
of such diversity, this session of Congress might 
terminate without affording the country auv 
relief lrom baleful and benumbing effects of the 
denometizatiou of silver, he had joined with 
other members of the committee in reporting 
the bill, but he held hlmselt free to vote lor any 
amendment that might be offered which might 
tend to make the bill a more perfect measure of 
relief and that might be more In consonance 
with his individual convictiona 
Resuming the argument, Jones said the single 
gold standard men attempted to brush aside the 
equities involved by sneering at the debtors. 
\\ ho were the debtors iu this countrv, he asked 
They are the aspiring, the hopeful, the ener­ 
getic, the audacious. They were the upbuild- 
ers and designers. They were the constructive 
lorce iu every community, as probably nine- 
tenths of the business men of America de­ 
pended in one form or other on a credit svstem 
which made the dollars of a debt more valu­ 
able at the date of payment than at the date of 
borrow ing, which was a system of robbery. 
He ably defended tbe sliver miners from the 
charge of selfishness. 
At the suggestion of Teller. Jones postponed 
finishing his Bpeech until to-morrow. 
Adjourned. 
The scene in the Senate Chamber during his 
speech was a tair indication of the great inter- 
■Cit feit in it and the subject. Senators from min­ 
ing States, Stanford, Hearst, Stewart. Teller and 
others, sat close to Jones and gave him most 
earnest attention, but an almost equal degree of 
Interest was show n by all the Senators present 
Eveivone on both sidesof the Cham ter wheeled 
his chair around so as to face the speaker 
There was no conversation indulged in no 
newspaper reading, no letter writing, but dur- 
>iag tbe three hours that the speech occupied 
every Senator seemed to be payiag the closest 
attention to it. The number of persons In the 
gallery, however, was not large. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, May 12th.—A motion to go into 
Committee of the Whole on the tariff bill and 
limit the general debate to one miuute talk, in­ 
stead of under the five-minute rule, was re­ 
sisted by the Democrats, who urged further 
general debate. 
No quorum being present, a 
call of the House was ordered, after which the 
House took up the tariff bill under the five- 
miuutes' discussion rule. 
Anderson of Kansas offered an amendment 
authorizing the President to suspend the duty 
on any article when he may be convinced tba't 
the production of said article Is controlled bv 
crusts or a combination to control prices anil 
production. 
Mills and McMilliu (Dcm.) spoke in support of 
the amendment. 
K err opposed the amendment, saying steps in 
that regard have already been taken by a sepa­ 
rate measure. 
•Cirosvenor said the Democratic talk about 
truststlid not look well when the last Congress 
failed to pass legislation against trusts, but on 
the.ooutiary, the head of the greatest trust In 
the country appeared before the Ways and 
Meeus Committee, and thereafter the committee 
Changed the sugar feature of the bill, to the 
great benefit of the trusts. 
Mills denounced this statement as false. 
Grosvenor said: "We are now hearii g again 
the «Id plantation slogan." [Applause from the 
Republican side ] 
McMilliu denied that any Sugar Trust repre­ 
sentative had appeared before the committee 
Graoponor—Does the genu.em.in deny that the 
sugar scnedule or the tariff bill was changed 
the day alter Mr. Havemeyor visited the com­ 
mittee! 
McMillin disclaimed any knowledge of Iiave- 
mcyer’s visit to the committee that day or any­ 
time before the chauge of theaggar schedule. 
Grosvenor continued, aud said the only bill to 
preveut trusts was passed by a Republican Con­ 
gress and signed by a Republican {’resident. 
Andersoa'* amendment was defeated. 
An amendment to reduce the dutv on boracic 
acid was defeated 
Covert of New York offered an amendment 
striking out the duty on muriatic acsd. This in­ 
volved much discussion. 
Being diverted from 
the real issue, the members ou both 
sides 
blanched off into a general tariff dtsenssion 
a bant com. wheal, sugar, thtesbing machines, 
needles, axes and almost every commodity pro­ 
duced. 
Coirert's amendment was finally defeated, and 
at 5:41 the House adjourned.
